Walter Tweed, 4 years old, told the 
Belleville police a tale of incredible cruelty 
Tuesday. 

He is a “New York orphan.” That is, he 
is a waif of the New York streets who 
never knew what it was to have parents. 
Every year hundreds of these orphans are 
sent West by charitable organizations and 
homes are found for them. 

Last May a large consignment of “or- 
phans”” was sent by one of these organiza- 
tiens to its Chicago branch. Among them 
was Walter Tweed. 

A “home” was procured for him with 
Valentine Fritcher, a farmer living near 
Freedom. Monday the boy dragged bis 
swollen limbs into Belleville and applied 
for succor, finaly landing at the Police 
Siation. 

Hie said that Fritcher treated him with 
cruelty from the first, but his lot was en- 
durabie until harvest time. Then he went 
barefooted into the fleld and his legs be- 
came so badly poisoned that he could not 
walk. 

“If you don’t work you shail not eat,” 
the boy says Fritcher told him. 

All food was withheld from him and when 
he still insisted that he could not work he 
bears the marks of his chastisement. 

He bided his time and when the opportu- 
nity came he san away and tramped to 

vilie, ; 

He was permitted to write a letter to the 
Chicago branch of the organization, telling 
of the treatment to which he had been sub- 
jected and was then taken to the County 
Farm to await an answer.

Miners and Plenty of Provisions Have 
Gone to Coffeen. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
MT. OLIVE, IIL, Aug. 10.—The strike s-.tu- 
ation here is still assuming an exciting as- 


ing. It is a peculiar situation in more ways 
than one. On one side is arrayed the law 
as represented by Sheriff Randall and his 
armed deputies, but the opposing side can- 
not strictly be called an unlawful array, as | 
the sirikers have not yet been guilty of an 
overt act. They are boisterous only in their 
efforts to have a good time and amuse them- 
selves in their camp outside the corporate 
limits. They seem as harmiess as a crowd 
of primary school children, but there is a 
certain undefinabie something about them | 
‘tat makes the company operating the mfne 
mistrust them. In short, to use a slang | 
phrase, the strikers have the mine owners 
‘guessing.’ 

While everything to-day is going smooth- 
ly, trouble may break out at any moment, 
Ninety-flve men, ten more than respondcd 
‘esterday morning at 7 o'clock, showed up 
for work at the mine this morning. They 
®ere sent down into the pit, while a gheriff's 
osse of twelve men with stacked muskets 
Conged around to see that no envoy from 
Wood's Grove had an opportunity to speak 
to them.

PLAN TO RAISE MONEY, 


Bills Taxing Special Interests to 
Be Introduced in the House 
of Delegates. 


——s — 


DEFICIT IN THE CITY TREASURY. 


Insurance Men, Real Estate 
Agents and Money Lenders 
to Be Called Upon. 


— | 


Despite the fact that the ink is scarcely 
dry on the annual municipal appropriation 
bill the statesmen and financiers of the Zie- 
genhein administration are figuring on a 
deficit of several hundred thousand dollars 
for the fiscal year 1897-98. 

Though the revenue is considerably larger 
this year than last it will not be sufficient 
to go around. 

A raid is therefore being planned on a 
number of special interests which, it- is 
contended, have never paid their share of 
taxes and can well afford to pay more. 

Of this class are insurance agents. Here- 
tofore only the main office has been taxed 
$100 annually. Now the plat is to make 
agents in all the local branch offices pay 
a tax of $100 a year. It is estimated that 
$69,000 can be produced from this source. 

The increase of the real estate agents’ 
license from $25 to $100 annually, it is es- 
timated, will bring in $40,000, 

The heaviest draft, however, is to be 
made on the money brokers and they are 
to be caught on one of two propositions. 
The first is to make them pay outright $100 
a year each and the second is to levy a per 
cent on all their business. The first plan 
would raise fully $100,000 and is the most 
favored, though it is contended that the 
latter plan would produce more revenue. 

Speaker Lloyd will introduce an ordinance 
in the House at next Friday’s session em- 
bodying these three propositions and it is 
understood that they have been thoroughly 
canvassed and will pass the House. Jus: 
what the Council will do with. the ordi- 
nance is speculative. 

Speaker Lloyd and License Commissioner 
Kalbfell have held frequent conferenoes in 
regard to the matter lately. and have con- 
cluded to try the passage of a bill as above 
indicated. 

The shortage is calculated on in several 
departments, principally the Street Depart- 
ment. Every dollar of the money for new 
work in that department has been con- 
tracted for. It only amounts to about 
$38,450. 

The appropriations were cut mainly in the 
street and health departments. 

Only the salary list has been hoosted.

They declare 
that they will go into a “‘combine’”’ of their 
own and butcher their own meat. 

St. Loufs butchers and handlers of Kansas 
City dressed beef have not yet made an ad- 
vance, but it will doubtless he done Wed- 
nesday when the'r orders for meat are 
filled in Kanses City. 

Louis Schaefer said Tuesday: 

“I have not increased my prices on dressed 
beef, and did not know there had been any 
advance in Kansas City. Of course, when 
wholesalers and jobbers have to pay more 
to the packers, the people, who are the con- 
sumers, will have to pay more to the job- 
bers and the retailers. 

“We have bought no meat since Saturday. 
Therefore, we know of no advance at Kan- 
sas City. If there has been an advance the 
handlers of the meat here will have to make 
a correepond'ng increase in the prices.” 

The St. Louis agents of Kansas City pack- 
ers deny that there is a combine or agree- 
ment.

Prisoners Now Locked in Dun- 
geons and All Have Been 
Denied Recreation or 
Sight of Friends. 


There was a hysterical uprising Monday 
night in the city jail. 

The police believe a conspiracy was 
hatched to effect a general delivery, but 
this appears to have no foundation in fact. 

In the melee the guards were roughly 
handled, their clothing torn from. them, 
their faces scratched and their bodies 
bruised from the missiles hurled. 

“I made no study of the disturbance last 
night in the jail,"’ gaid Dr. J. K. Bauduy to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, “but I can 
imagine the conditions under which the 
prisoners were laboring, and in my judg- 
ment their uprising may easily have been 
due to a nervous wave, superinduced by the 
irritable and almost unbearable weather, 

“We have had aljmost continuous heat 


since the middle of June, and the weather 
hae disturbed the nervous system of every 
person, until even those who have every ad- 
vantage of recuperation are well-nigh ex- 
hausted. The hysterical cries of the women 
in jail constituted a fire-brand to the in- 
mates. By reason of their environment 
they were in condition to respond promptly 
to a nervous wave. It became contagious, 

“St. Vitus’ dance onve overran Europe 
from mere suggestion. 

“I remember in my boyhood days a rebel- 
lion at Georgetown College. T'wo or three 
unruly spirits started an uprising that was 
disastrous and far-reaching in its conse- 
quences. There had been no conspiracy, 
but when the riot began it was quickly 
joined by 200 or 300 young men. Desks were 
smashed, windows broken, property de- 
stroyed and the professors roughly handled. 
It lasted a week, and had no valid cause or 
excuse. 

"There are epidemics of homicHe and gul- 
cide, occasioned by the weather and other 
conditions constituting a wave. The mate- 
rial is there, and all it needs is a firebrand 
in the shape of a rebellious suggestion. 

“Another thing. Prisoners are given to 
reading. They read every line in the news- 

apers about the assassination of Canovas. 

at incident created what is known as ‘a 
condition of latent potentiality,’ which only 
needed development. 

“A suggestion in the shape of a woman's 
hysterical cry precipitated the rebellion. If 
there had been a conspiracy it would be 
shiown by unmistakable evidences that now 
seem to be lacking. 


Tuesday morning the interior of the jafl 
looked as it did the day after the tornado, 
The bull pen was etrewn with tin plates, 
broken cups, eaucers, bottles and other lit- 
ter. 

Jailer Wagner declares the outbreak was 
due to meanness, and the prisoners took ad- 
vantage of his being away on an excursion. 

As a result of the'r conduct, the 270 pris- 
oners, male and female, have been deprived 
of the ueual recreation hour, denied the 
nie gg St to epeak with their friends and 

ave been cut off from all the privileges 
formerly accorded them while maintaining 
good conduct. 

The trouble was etarted by Lucy Mitchell, 
an ese, charged with robbery, who began 
to abuse Matron Rosa Wilhelm when called 
to task for some infraction of the rules. 
This was about 7:30 in the evening. When 
the matron attempted to quiet her she be- 
came violent and shrieked and cursed at 
the top of her voice. 

Murray and Netzer grappled with the 
woman, who fought savagely, biting, kick- 
ing. acreaming and cursing. The men had 
all they could do to handle her, but finally 

ded her in the dungeon. 
en they returned for Stella Brown. As 
on as the cell door was opened the woman 
rought down a piece of broken glass on his 
hand, slashing his fingers terribly.

Judge Murphy announced that in view of 
the temporary prohibitory writ served upon 
him by the Supreme Court he would con- 
tinue the case until the attorneys on both 
sides could learn the final decision of the 
higher court, He asked Mr. Thompson 
whether that would be satisfactory to him, 
and he replied that it would. 

As the case now stands, Judge Murphy 
has it in his power to have It tried at any 
time he may designate, by disqualifying 
himself and appointing another judge. 

Judge Murphy was asked by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter as to his refusal to appoint 


a special judge to vad the Peabody case and 
his apparent determination to sit in the case 
himself. 

Judge Peabody dismissed Judge Murphy's 
action in refusing to appoint a special judge 
in his case very abruptly: 

“Judge. Murphy’s action,’’ he said, “is on 
a par with the acts which have character- 
ized his judicial administration and any 
comment on my part is therefore super- 


fluous.”’

BETTER COTTON PROSPECTS. 


Favorable Reports of the Crop in 
the Southern States. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 10.—The re- 
turns for cotton to the Department of Agri- 
indicated an average condition of 
86.9 on Aug. 1, as compared with 86.0 on 
July 1, an increase of nine-tenths of one 
point. The average condition, Aug. 1, 1896, 
was 80.1 and the average condition on Aug, 
l for the last ten years is 86.1. There has 
been a decided improvement in Georgia, 
North Carolina and South Carolina, where 
the conditions have advanced 10, 7 and 6 
points respectively. 

In the Lower Mississippi Valley the im- 
provement is much less marked, and in 
Texas there is a decline of 10 points. The 
average of the States are as follows: 

Virginia, 99; Loulsiana, 90; North Carolina, 
97: South Carolina, 92; Georgia, 95; Florida, 
88; Alapama, 88; Mississippi, 85; Texas, 78; 
Arkansas, 90; Tennessee, 84; Missouri, 85; 
Indian Territory, 84; Oklahoma, &%.

Five members of the House of Dele- 
gates are ready to introduce at to-night’s 
meeting a bill rezulating the speed of bi- 
«cycles and requiring the use of bells and 
lamps. That a bill for this purpose will 
be passed is now certain. The Council 
48 unanimous in favor of such a measure 
and all but five members have expressed 
their approval. 

The only point to be settled is the form 
of the bill. It should be carefully drawn 
under legal advice to avoid mistakes or 
complications. The form of bill published 
by the Post-Dispatch covers the neces- 
gSary xround and is a fair measure. Let 
the bill be made law as promptly as pos- 
Bible. 

When the bicycle ordinance is passed 
the Post-Dispatch will feel that it has 
done good service to the wheelmen and 
to the general public in the protection of 
life and limb. The Municipal Assembly 
will have earned the commendation of 
the people.

NEW YORK Aug. }.—Two cents per 100 
pounds is the freight rate from here to Gal- 
veston, Tex.

MAKING IT WARM FOR ELLIOTT. 


State Department Punctures the 
Professor’s Statements. 


— 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—The State De- 
partment has made a formal answer to 
the charges preferred against Special Com- 
missioner John W. Foster by Prof. Henry 
J. Elijott in his letter to Assistant Secre- 
tary Day. The statement says: Prof. 
Elliott is not now, nor has he been, for 
several years past, connected with the 
Smithsonian Institution or any other de- 
partment of the Government. In 1890 he 
made a report upon the seal Islands as an 
agent of the Treasury Department, but It 
was so full of inaecurate statements, be- 
trayed such a want of scientific knowledge 
was 80 hostile to the interests of the United 
States and was written in such a prejudiced 
spirit that Secretary Blaine declined to 
send it to Congress or allow dt to be 


printed. 

“From that date Prof. Elliott ceased to 
have any connection with the Govern- 
ment, and the officials say he has lost no 
opportunity to attack every step taken by 
it on the subject, and to abuse all persons 
having any official relation to sealing mat- 
ters. His report was printed by the Brit- 
ish Government and strongly relied upon by 
the British counsel before the tribunal to 
overthrow the position of the United 
States.’’

CHICAGO, Aug. 10.—Instead of being one 
of the most solvent as well as the oldest

COL. LOUIS J. RANKIN: DEAD. 


An Eminent Citizen and Historic 
Character of Jefferson County.

DE SOTO, Mo., Aug. 10.—Col. Louis Ji 
Rankin, the oldest and best known citizen 
of Jefferson County, died at his home in 
this oilty at 10 o’clock this morning after an 
iliness of one day's duration.

He was born Nov. 16, 1811, at Herculaneum, 
this county, and was married Nov. 17, 1546, 
to Miss Cecelia Fletcher, eister of ex-Gov.

Suburbanite Cleared His House 
With a Knife and Made 
Things Very Lively. 


A Police Court summons has been served 
on Mr. James 8. Clark of Gratiot Station 
for disturbing the peace of his wife, his 
step-daughter, his step-son and Policeman 
Manion of the Mounted District. 

He has policeman Manion reduced to such 
a state of fear that the little officer will only 
talk in whispers while Mr. Clark is about, 
and is not in the least anxious to get into 
any further trouble with him. 

“Mr. Clark is a very fine gentleman most 
of the time,” says Manion, “‘but when he 
gets a few drinks in him he is simply crazy 
and does not know what he is doing.”’ 

The particular outbreak for which Mr. 
Clark is called upgn-to explain took place 
Sunday evening at his home, 6936 Arthur 
avenue, in the western suburbs. According 
to the accounts of those who will appear 
against him, he started to scare his whole 
family into fits. His pistol had been care- 
fully hidden where he could not find it, so 
he armed himself with a knife. _His wife, 
seeing the storm coming, jumped out of a 
window and escaped. His step-daughter, 
Miss Alice Groebel, was not fortunate. 
Mr. Clark got her by the throat and gave 
her a good choking before she could get 
away. It took him but a few minutes to 
clear the house of all its occupants.

Remembering his duty 
as a policeman, however, Manion rode up to 
the house and asked in a general sort of a 
way of the surrounding atmosphere what 
was the matter. 

Mr. Clark appeared on the front porch 
with his knife and invited the policeman to 
step up and have himself carved up into 
»ortions in the most artistic and approved 
ashion. Manion declined the invitation and 
waited until Mr. Clark cooled off. Then 
he arrested him. 

Mr. Clark was on Judge Zimmerenan’s 
Tuesday docket for disturbing the peace 
and resignedly took his piace in the prison- 
er’s cage until his case was called. When 
he came out Manion told Attorney Burgess 
that the stepdaughter, the main witness, 
had refused to appear in court. 

Mr. Burgess dismissed the case for want 
of prosecution.

Another important matter, that. almost 
took the breath of the committee, was a 
proposition from W. J. Johnson, who want- 
ed a bill reported to close the alley which 
separates his property between Forest Park 
boulevard and Clark avenue, The alley is 
22 feet w-de and 105 feet long. 

Mr. Johnson said that he also wiehed the 
b'll to contain a clause giving him this al- 
ley. 

“And fog what?’’ asked a member.

Old Mrs.,Lohrman is a study. She {fs in- 
telligent; even bright. She has documentary 
evidence to prove that she was born amid 
luxurious environments. Her father was 
one of the wealthiest men in Illinois. He 
acquired real estate in Chicago when the 
town was only a hamlet on apparently. 
worthless marshy lakeside ground. He sold 
his property when the town boomed and 
with scarcely a thought of how it happened 
he became a millionaire. His name was 
George Ritter. 

Before old man Ritter died he lost a serge 
part of his wealth because he indudged in 
speculation. Still he left an estate worth 
probably $250,000.
